UK firemen ‘act like hooligans’ 


“LONDON (AP). - ‘Picketing 
firemen, outraged as a majority of 
British firefighters voted to end their 
nine-week-old strike, went on 4 ram- 
page in three Hertfordshire towns 
just north of London on Tuesday 
night, police said. 

About 70 pickets drove to areas

HAIFA. — More cement should be 
produced in the country. Locally 
made and imported cement should 
be allowed to compete with each 
other, and to that end price controls 
and all duties and levies should be 

abolished. 

These recommendations were 
made by Menahem Amirdm, 
general manager of the Nesher 
Israe] Cement Works, when he sur- 
veyed the industry at ἃ press con- 
ference called here last week to 
mark the 50th anniversary of cement 
production at the Haifa plant. 

‘Today the price of cement is con- 
trolled by the Government. It is held 
down to a level where net profits are 
three to four per cent, a rate that dis- 
courages investors. In the past five 
years, the country has imported two 
million tons of cement and clinker 
(an intermediate-stage raw 
material, which Nesher processes 
into cement) more than the com- 
bined of our plants here, in 
Ramle and Hartuv. At today’s prices 
we cannot accumulate enough 
capital to maintain ‘or expand our 
production facilities. We are running 
down our equipment and eating up 
our capital. If peace comes, Nesher 
will be unable to take a share in the 
Middle East trade, because Israel is 
itself an importer of cement,”' 
Amiram said. 


‘The price of a ton of cement, ex- 
factory, is today IL565 in sacks and 
31521 in bulk. These prices include 
two kinds of taxes (with different 
names) of together 11.126 a ton. On 
imported cement a customs duty of

1L147 and another praree of IL40 are 
levelled, a total of 11187. 

“While fuel and electricity, which 
account for just over half of our 
production costs, have gone up 15- 
fold since 1973, the price of cement 
has been allowed to rise only 2.7 
times. In 1977, the cost-of-bullding in- 
dex rose by 39 per cent, but the price 


of cement only went up by 25 per- 


cent. We achieve a net profit of 
between TL2im. and 30m. a year,” 
the general said. 

If price control was lifted, import 
duties abolished and competition 
between foreign and local cement 
allowed, prices would at first go up 
by 1.100 to 1L.150'a ton. But the effect 
on the cost-of-bullding index would 
be limited, since cement accounts 
for barely nine per cent of total con- 
struction costs, Amiram explained. 

In the long run, however, cement- 
making would become profitable 
and new capital could be attracted. 
Another firm might go into the 
business and free competition would 
bring the price down again to an 
economic level. Thus the country 
would become self-sufficient in this 
essential commodity. 

“Basic industries and services, 
ike the Electric Corporation, the Of] 
Refineries, Egged and others, but 
not Nesher, benefit from easy 
Government credits," Amiram said. 
He made it clear that Nesher would 
welcome competition to end its own 
monopoly position. The investment 
in a new cement making plant today 
would be about $80m. for facilities 
eble to match the 700,000 ton a year 
output of Nesher's 50-year-old Haifa 
plant, he said.

The company's three plants 
(which preduce a total of 1.9m. tons 
ἃ year) employ 650 workers. Some 
success is reported in reducing 
current energy consumption. 

The major investment of Nesher is 
its new IL70m. Bmestone quarry at 
Tamra in Western Galilee. Work 
there is going ahead under severe 
ecological restraints. The equipment 
has already been ordered and ἃ new 
highway between the quarry and the 
Nesher plant, east of the city, is be- 
ing built. It is expected that raw 
material from Tamre will begin to 
be processed at Nesher early next 
year. 

Nesher's Haifa plant is now 
operating four electrostatic filters on 


᾿ {ta chimneys, ‘which absorb over 99 


per ¢éent of the dust and which work 
95 per cent of the time. The operstion 


‘of the filtera, which cost ILi7m., is 


supervised by the health 
authorities,” the general manager of 
the Haifa plant, Shlomo Korn, told 
the press. The white clouds billowing 
from the smoke stacks were water 
vapour, he said. 

Expanding and modernizing 
production facilities here would re- 
quire an investment of IL320m. 
There was a time when the Halfa 
plant produced more cement than 
the country needed, and during its 50 
years of operation it exported two 
million tons of surplus output to 832 
countries, among them even the U.S. 

The Nesher Cement Works are to- 
day owned in equal shares by Koor 
and Clal. The enterprise was found- 
ed in the early 19202 by a group of in- 
vestors headed by Michael Pollak 
who owned oil wells in Baku.

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Talking in earnest 
THE LONG HAUL towards peace has just begun in earnest, as 
the military committee of the Cairo conference assembled in 


the Egyptian capital last night. This is to be followed by the 
opening of discussions in the political committee in Jerusalem 


next week. 


A caveat is, however, in order. Steady and orderly progress 
must not be expected in an effort to settle as long, intricate and 
emotion-laden a conflict as that between Arabs and Israelis. 
What may be foreseen, instead, is a succession of leaps and- 
bounds, both forward and backward, and tentative agreements ° 
disrupted by sudden crises, with the heads of the governments 
of Israel and Egypt — and perhaps of the U.S. as well — rushing 


to the rescue. 


It would be comforting to believe that the warning is being 
prematurely sounded; but it is not. Curtain raisers, it is true, 
often fail to suggest the real flavour of a show. But the fact is 
that the Cairo deliberations are off to a somewhat inauspicious 
start, against a background of mutual threats and 


recriminations. 
During 


the past week or so, Israel has taken some ill-advised 


and especially ill-timed actions on the ground, to the accom- 
paniment of unaccountably tough talk. Egypt for its part has 
stooped to a style reminiscent of the hostility that seemed to 
have gone out of fashion last November. 

President Sadat and Premier Begin bear much of the blame 
for things getting out of hand so soon after Ismailiya. It is 
encouraging to learn that both of them, aided from a distance by 
President Carter, are now working to douse the flames of arous- 


ed enmity. They are advising 


one another, and their own 


peoples, that what matters is not style but substance. ‘ 
They should heed their own advice. Both leaders are, of 
course, subject to heavy pressures from rejectionist forces 
within their respective camps. Yet their bluster has not been all 
bluff. Some of it has served to reinforce positions implacably 


held by each side. 


A great gulf still separates them: and unless there is the will - 
to bridge it, through negotiation, there will simply be no peace. 

Mr. Sadat cannot tell'Mr. Begin to go burn the settlements in 
Sinai, or remove them some other way, if he wants a deal; and 
Mr. Begin cannot tell Mr. Sadat that if the settlements are not 
allowed to stay on in a manner determined by himself, then the 


deal is off. 


Negotiation without precondition has always been Israel's for- 
mula, and it is apparently still difficult for the Egyptian mind to 
be reconciled to it. In practice, it is hard for both sides to accept 
in good faith. But since neither side can impose its will on the 
other, this is the only acceptable formula — the only assurance, 
indeed, that the long haul will not be in vain.

Why have the authorities not done anything to curb this 
racket? Because, the Labour and Social Affairs Minister told 
the Knesset yesterday, there is, in any case, no law against it, 
particularly if the children are sent away in groups and not in- 
dividually. Why not enact such a law, then? 

Only a fortnight ago, in rather unaccustomed haste, the 
Knesset passed a bill, which is due to become law on April 1, 
making it a crime to bribe or be bribed for the sake of religious 
conversion. The new law has raised a storm of protests from 
Christians in Israel — not so much, really, for its contents, as for 
an unbridled attack on missionaries with which it was prefaced 
by its private sponsor, the Aguda’s Rabbi Abramowitz. 

Similar legislation should speedily be passed making it a 
crime to entice parents, through the offer of material gain, to 
send their little children for schooling — any kind of schooling — 


abroad. .
